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far the holy Ghoſt dooth differ in ſetting 
foozth a righteons man from the comon 
maner of wo2idlings: wheras he faketh 
it to be þ chefe wozke, which reſpecteth 
God himſelf his trueth:they pale over 
that, t count it no matter though a man 
bee an Jdotater ; oz Superſtitious, oꝛ a 
ſwearer, which dooth not reuerence the 
name of God, ſo Þ he bee a frend!y man 
to his frend e ſuche lyke,howe arcate an 
enemy he be to the woꝛd of God. it ſkil⸗ 
leth not: thele are bꝛuite beaſts Wout vn 
derſtãding, very Atheiſts, which wil ſay 
plainly thep can ſee no differfce between 
the papiſts + the pzofcſd2s'of the goſpel: 
bothe becavſe thep are not able to iudge 
of doctrine, alſo that thep-lokebut vnto 
men:nowe let vs come to þ- ſecond thing 
wherm they ecre;+ which this tert doth 
confute ſharply , they ſuppoſe as J to!ds 
pe, i men are to haue no farther regard; 
but to this, not to hurte, paſſing by all 
thoſe duties, wherein they are to do god 
vnto their bꝛethꝛen, not dulp töſidering 
how p law ot god, doth not only bind vs 
to abſtein fro hurting our neighboꝛ, but 
alſo doth * ftraightly tie vs to do all 
god 
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god deeds vnts them, ſo that he is guilty 
befoze God, not onelp which commit⸗ 
teth that which the lawe foꝛbiddeth, but 
alſo which leaueth the thinge vndoone, 
which the law eniopneth. Now then bes 
cauſe the true faith bzingeth vs fo haue 
care to obey God wholy:S James requi⸗ 
reth that a man (ſhould ſhe we his faithe, 
not only by leauing vᷣ which is enil, bat 
alſo by the perfourmaunte of Þ. which is 
good: foꝛ thus he ſaith, ſhew me thy faith 
by thy deeds: r that faith which is with⸗ 
out wozks is dead, here by the way ob⸗ 
ſerue by compariſo,bow far off are thoſe 
fro grace, which warme ful of dncleane 
vices, t their whole race is nothing but 
a continnal ſinning: wheras this is eui⸗ 
dently here pꝛoued, i ſuch me as carie a 
great ſhew of vp2ightnes, in refraining 
from ſundꝛy vices, are ſtit without teſti 
monie of true beleefe;becanfe their holie 
derds do not appeare,fo2 when as þ holy 
ſeriptures do teſttifp,Þ the hart is puriffs 
ed by faith thoſe are boꝛne againe in þ 
new r ſpirituat birth, that they are new 
tr catures.t᷑ haue a newe heart. a right 
ſpirite, created and renewed in *

ik muſt neves be that they are pꝛepared 
vnto euery good wo2ke, they haue not 
onely put off the olde man with his co2- 
rapt luſts, but haue alſo put en the new 
man, which is created in righteouſneſſe 
and true holineſſe: t as they haue wal⸗ 
ked in darkneſſe, ſo now they walke in 
the light. There is one ſtep pet further 
in this matter, truſt that as pee wyll 
confeſſe this, that if thoſe do not beleue 
well, which haue no good wozkes to 
ſhewe, althaugh they be in ſome things 
vpꝛight, and much mo2e the foule and 
filthy liuers , which diſhonour God and 
his truth, ſo pe will alſo be bzoughte to 
ſe,that thoſe miſerable men ate pet fur- 
ther off, which barke againſt this holy 
doctrine, and cannot abide that aman 
ſhould ſay to the wicked and vngodlye, 
thou art in the waye fo hell, thou ſhalt 
die the death, if thou returne not from 
theſe euils. They map thunder + rayle 
againſt men, and ſay they viter damna⸗ 
tion : but let them looke, if they can 
quench the light which the holie Gholte 
hath giuen in this text. Let vs retourne 


to the foꝛmer matter againe, We muT 
no! 
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not onelie abſtaine from euill, but alſo 
do ged:there be manie likewiſe decei⸗ 
bed in their doing god, reſtraining it to 
the bater and leſſer part: they looke but 
bato the bodies of their bzethzen , and 
ſuppoſe thep are to haue no {urther res 
gard but of them, to releeue and caſe the 
miſerics of the fleſh, let the ſoule be nes 
uer ſo blinde, neuer ſo ſicke, in neuer (0 
great danger of eternal deſtruction, they 
bane no pit ie of that, which doth vewzap 
that they ſce no further then this like, 
they haue no true loue noz pity in them, 
fo2 then woulde they loue the ſoules of 
men, which are ſo pꝛetious, thep woulde 
pitie the wofull miſerie that they be in. 
Foz how abſurd a thing is this, that one 
ſhould be carefull to eaſe the calamitis 
whichlaſteth but ſoz a dap, and not res 
ſpect that which is eternal, J muſt ther⸗ 
foe here againe admoniſh pe, that ſuche 
as will haue pꝛofe of thetr faith by good 
moꝛts, molt ercerciſe the lame as well 
fo the ſoules as tothe bodies of men, 
and becauſe therein doch ſtand the grea⸗ 
teſt doue of all other, they are therein fo 
chewe themſelues molt earneſt. There 
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is no moꝛe excellent note of faith, and of 
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the true feare 4 loue of God, then when 
à man is greeued, and mourneth to ſee 
men out of the wape tolife, running 
headlong in their ſinnes vnfo deffructi- 
on, and when as he doth in loue and pi⸗ 
tie adm oniſh them, and ſeeke by iuſtruc⸗ 
tion to dꝛawe them out of the ſnares of 
the Diuell. On the cenfrary ſide, he can 
neuer ſay hee hath ante dꝛoppe of grace, 
which delighteth and ſpoꝛteth himſclfe, 
at the lewd and wanton behauiour of 


other men, Judge derre bzethzen theſe 


Cockbzaines, which cannot be mecrye, 
but at the ſinfull and pꝛophane ſpea- 
ches of vaine men : doo they ſhewe the 
fruites of Faithe : Thole abhominable 
beaſts, which delight to make m# dꝛonk 
to the intent they map laugh: are they 
of God, oꝛ of the Diuell? We muſt dili⸗ 
gently excerciſe the contrary, labouring 
to dzaw one an other to Cod:and ta cons 
vert their ſoules, which go aſtray:which 
is the ſpeciall and chiefe god woꝛke that 
we can doe bnfo men. To fede the hun⸗ 
gry,to cloth the naked, to viſit the lick, £ 
tioſe which are in bods, to op? as it me 

the 
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the bowelles of mercie and compaſſion 
to all that are in-miſeric, are verye ex⸗ 
tellent and gloꝛious fruites of faith, and 
haue great pꝛomiſes of tewarde , in the 
holy ſcriptures, yet are they not compa⸗ 
rable to theſe , when the ſoule is ſick in 
pꝛiſon, and in the chaines of Satan, to 
viſit and releeue it. When it is pining 
away,foz want ofheanenly fode, to mi⸗ 
niſter, vnto if: when it is ful of greuous 
ſoꝛes and deadly wounds, to giue whol- 
ſde medicines + ſalues vnto it.to mourn 
with the bowells ofpittie compaſſion 
{02 it. Fromhence it ariſeth that al true 
faithfult hearts do (ob and grone wyth 
'ſozrow, when they ſce men left without 
inſtructid, and when they behold the ve- 
ſolations and ruines of the Church, it 
dooth pintche them euen at the heart, it 
cauſeth bitter teares to flow out of theit 
eies, when they behold any famine and 
dearth of the foode of life: and when 
they ſee themrunne from Sea to Dea; 
and from the one ende of the land to the 
other to ſeeke fo it. Uhen they fe the 
poung man and the beautiful virgin pe⸗ 
rifh foz thirſt, he that ſhall deny this, 02 

| rand 
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ſfand in doubt thereof , neuer knewe as 
pet, what the vſe and benefit of the woꝛd 
is, no2 pet what that looue in the ſpirif 
is, which the Loꝛd cõmendeth vnto vs, 
J might here ſtand long in perficylars, 
to ewe the crueltie of thole Parentes, 
which ſuffer their childꝛẽ to be without 
the knowledge of God, and to periſh in 
their ſins, Fo2 one of the chiefe fruifes 
of their Faith doth ſfand in this which 
the Apoſtle commanndeth, Fathers pro- Cphe.
